this professor was a v ery learned man in 
agricultural science, but not, I think, a 
practical farmer. 
He made a hobby of 
analy zing plants and soils, contending, as 
seemed v ery plausible, that by knowing 
the elementary ingredients of plants we 
could ascertain by analy zing soil, whether 
all these ingredients wore in the soil, and 
that we could supply by artificial means* 
that is by the use of specific fertilizers,

FARMERS’ CLUB—CORN CULTURE. 


An Ad d re s s b y J o h n M c Ke n s t r /

_11 may not be out of place here to con­ 
sider briefly the functions of plants in 
relations to their manners of growing 
and to explain the mo d u s o p eru n d io i 
get* 
ting their food supply . 
It was, until lately , supposed by writers 
on v egetable phy siology that the juices 
imbibed from the soil, and constituting 
the sap of plants, had a circulation 
through the pores or sap v essels similar to 
the flow of blood through the arteries and 
v eins ofjliv ing creatures; that the sap of 
the tree, when starting from its source in 
the roots, flowed upward through the in­ 
ternal woody part, and downward through 
the inner bark. 
Ev en such wise author­ 
ities as- Lisbig and J ohnson adv ocated 
this opinion, and this theory was believ ed 
until within the last 25 y ears. 
Now it is 
discarded, and later inv estigations seem 
to establish the fact that there is no 
downward flow of sap, but that this fluid 
is ev aported from the leav es, after hav ing 
serv ed its purpose in contributing to the 
growth of the plant. 
It was also supposed until recently 
that the carbon of trees and other plants 
was deriv ed largely from carbonic acid, 
absorbed by ihe leav es, and that nitrogen 
which all plants require, was obtained 
also through the leav es from the atmos-. 
phere. 
But if there is no return flow of 
sap, then but little nutriment can come 


were lacking, 
thus adapting the soil in all ca ns to the 
crop we wished to produce. 
There were 
then many conv erts to this theory , and it 
still has its adherents, though there is far 
less said about it now than there was 
forty y ears ago. 
The real trutli is that science and prac­ 
tice were here al v ariane®, many farmers 
"ere induced to hav e samples of their 
soil analy zed by 
Prof. Mapes and other 
professors in his line, and attempted 
farm on scientific principles, as 
mended by those theorists. 
The 
as far as I was able to J earn, was almost 
inv ariably failure. 
Soils were fed wit 
the kinds of food that science said the 
plant needed, but. for some unexplainet 
reason, the plants refused to be nourislicu 
that way . The process of analy zing a soii 
is complicated and expensiv e, and few 
chemists are competient to perform the 
analy sis correctly . 
In fitting the soil for 
crops there arc imany circumstances and 
conditions to be taken in consideration, 
aside from the practice of supply ing the 
f chemical ingredients that chance to be 
i lacking. 
In my oppfnion experiment and 
experience are the farmers* best teacher. 
There is one matter in which, I think, 
many farmers are remiss; that is in thé 
care of seed corn. 
When we consider 
the amount of loss resulting from plant­ 
ing, say 50, 100 or 200 acres with seed 
that will not grow, it does seem strange 
that there should be so much neglifience 
in the preserv ation of seed. 
While most 
farmers exercise considerable care in se 
lecting and getting seed corn, there are 
comparativ ely few 
succeed in keep­ 
ing it in the best condition until the time 
for planting. 
We aiKknow that seed 
corn hung up ia a barn is liable to be­ 
come damp during the winter, and that 
hard freezing when in this damp condit­ 
ion, destroy s the v itality of the germ, and 
makes it unfit for planting. 
Now, there 
are two sure way s of preserv ing the seed 
anil I think most of our well-to-do farm­ 
ers are so situated as to be able to pre­ 
serv e it by one of these m ethods:-If kept 
in a warm room, or one that can be 
warmed when occasion requires during 
the winter, so as to keep the seed dry o, 
prev ent its becoming frozen when damp, 
itw 11 keep in perfectly good condition* 
The other method is to hang it in a cellar 
that does not freeze. The dampness of 
the cellar will not injure it if kept from 
freezing. 
I hav e for sev eral y ears adop­ 
ted the practice of keeping sweet corn for 
seed, in my cellar, and hav e found that 
ev ery kernel of corn thus preserv ed would 
grow with a healthy and v igy rous sprout 
Three y ears ago I preserv ed about 20 
bushels of sweet corn ia this way , and I 
the grocers who sold it for me said they I 
heard nothing but fav orable reports, as to 
the quality of the seed, from the custom 
ers w’ho bought it. 
I consider a cellar 
preferable to a warm room for keeping 
seed corn, for the reason that the damp­ 
ness of the cellar is beneficial in produc­ 
ing a tendency in the seed to sprout as 
soon as planted. 
As regards the time of 
planting my experience and observ ation 
lead me to believ e in planting early as 
a rifle. 


best corn to be that which has been often* 
est plowed. 
There is same difference or opinion 
, among farmers as to the d i s t a n c e apart 
j that hills should be p l a n t e d , also Ha to 


j ? h ® number of kernels i„ bo pbuited in a 


j bin. 
lo r the rank growing kinds of corn 
, raised in Illinois four feet apart appeals 
; to be about the right distance for the hills 
;« nd I believ e most Of our farmers plant 
. at that distance. 
There is not so much 
uniformity of opinion as to the number 
of kernels to be put in a hill. 
I think 
many , perhaps most farmers, put in too 
much seed and 1 believ e the largest y ields 
are obtained where each hill has three 
stalks. 


As regards the question whether it is 
better to plow corn ground in the spring 
or in the fall. 
I would say that depends 
oa circumstances. 
My experience and 
observ ation lead me to believ e that when 
we are going to plant on sod it is best to 
plow in the fall, and when 011 stubble to 
plow in the spring. 
A sod soil, if plowed 
in the fall, is benefitted by exposure to 
to the air, especially if it be a soil hav ing 
much iron in it. 
Another adv antage in 
fall plowing of sod is the destruction of 
cut worms and other insect pests that arc 
liable to damage corn in the spring. 
I know of no reason for plowing stub­ 
ble land in the fall except for the pur 
pose of sav ing time in the spring, when 
work is crowding. 
The 
exposure of 
plowed stubble land to the air during the 
winter can hav e no beneficial effect, and 
such land, when plowed in the full, be­ 
comes so narked aud hard during the wi n 
ur us to need mellowing with a culiiv u 
tor or harrow before planting, thus mak 
me more work tliau when plowed in the 
spring. 
There has been much discussion 
as to the relativ e merits of deep and .-dial 
low plowing, and here I would say again 
it depends on circumstances. 
A new soil 
does not neod plowing deep. 
It will pro 
duco good crops with shallow plowing 
until the v egetable mold and v ariousoth 
er ingredients near the surface, becomes 
exhausted, then the depth of plowing 
should be gradually increased. 
Old land, 
in my opinion, should alwuy s bo plowed 
deep. 
I gpeak from experience. 
Before 
coining to Illinois I occupied and man­ 
aged a farm that had, prev ious to my 
taking it, been alway s plowed shallow, 
as was the custom in that neighborhood, 
My old-fashioned, and somewhat illiterate 
neighbors, used to say that if the plow 
went deep enough to turn up the “ y aller” 
soil it killed the land. 
But in spite of 
their warnings I plowed deep, arid turn 
ed up the “ y a^er” ¡soil, and the conse­ 
quence was that the land, instead of be 
ing killed, produced better crops than 
ev er before. 


lo r lack of knowledge, I hav e av oided 
the expression of any opinion on the 
1 branch of our subject, relating to the 
best v arieties of corn for Illinois farmers 
to plant. 
No doubt my friend, Mr. J udd, 
who was chosen as one of the leaders in 
this discussioi), will bo able to 
some light on this subject.

THEY MAKE WAR AGAINST AN 


CANAL RESERVOIR, 


OLD 


And the Governor Calls Out the Militia to 
Protect the Property— A Militiaman Ac­ 
cidentally Shot— "Hostile" Meeting of 
Prominent Missourian»—An Ex-Judge 
Dangerously Shot—Criminal Notes. 


Colum bus , Ohio, April 27.—The threaten­ 
ing situation which has prevailed at the 
Paulding county reservoir since tho adjourn­ 
ment of the legislature broke out in violent 
form during Monday night in the shape of 
an organized mob of about 200 persons, who 
made an assault on the guards who were on 
duty protecting the property of the state, 
and, after overpowering them, the banks 
were cut and blown up so as to allow the 
water to overflow, and the locks were also 
destroyod and the lock-house laid waste. 
Tho Miami & Erie canal runs from Toledo 
to Cincinnati. 
At the town of Junction, 
Paulding county, the Wabash & Erie canal 
joins it. 
The lattor originally extended 
through Indiana, but that state years ago 
abandoned it, and since then the Ohio sec­ 
tion,,from Junction to the state line, eight­ 
een miles, has been practically useless, ex­ 
cept for rafting timber to Defiance. 
Just 
east of Antwerp, Paulding county, is the 
reservoir in dispute, covering 2,(» 00 acres of 
ground. 
It was originally the valley of a 
Bmall stream, and was dammed and diked to 
make a reservoir. 
The people of that coun­ 
ty are substantially a unit in desiring the de­ 
struction of the reservoir because it covers a 
vast area of farming land and renders the 
entire region sickly. 
They will give no in­ 
formation as to the men who wero concerned 
in the outrage. 
In consequence of this vandalism the gov­ 
ernor ordered out a company of the Na­ 
tional guard and issued a proclamation de­ 
claring bis intention of protecting the prop­ 
erty if it takes the whole militia force of the 
state. 
* 
Gen. Axlino went to Toledo Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon and .selected fifty men in addition to

80 UTH CAROLINA STATESMAN.

Ciiaiujstor , 8 . C., April 2 7.—Nearly all 
the chief men off this state gathered here 
Tuesday to take part in and witness the cere­ 
monies attending the unrailing off a statute 
off J ohn C. Calhoun. The weather was all 
that ootild be desired, and when the parade 
took up to line off march at South battery 
the scene was Inspiring to a degree. Upon 
arriv ing at Marion square, where the statue 
glands, the chief 
oaitod the v ast as­ 
semblage to order, and Rev . Charles Cote- 
worth Pinckney opened the ceremonies with 
pray er. 
At a few minutes past 1 o’clock the un­ 
v eiling ceremonies began. The statue wee 
unv eiled by thirty -two y oung ladies cled in 
white, who occupied the pedestal. 
After an artillery salute, Secretary Lamar 
began bis oration—an elaborate and elo­ 
quent panegy ric, a 
comprehensive analy ­ 
sis off the character off 
Calhoun, and a brill­ 
iant portray al of his 
career as a statesman. 
It delineated his so­ 
cial, moral and intel­ 
lectual traits, which 
rendered him a ma- 
. A, jestlc figure, a master 
I mind among his ffel- 
low men, and gave a 
rational definition to 
the real purposes and 
true spirit off the great 
Carolinian as a leader 
of public opinion and 
as the author of im- 
lamar speaking , 
portant public meas­ 
ures. Calhoun’s purity of life and integrity 
were the granite foundation of the charac­ 
ter underly ing and supporting the splendid 
superstructure of his exalted qualities of 
genius, ekquence, wisdom and patriotism, 
and the people of South Carolina in erecting 
this statue might feel that they were render­ 
ing and perpetuating their homage to the 
majesty of moral rectitude. 
After a full exposition of Calhoun’s state 
rights ideas and nullification doctrine the 
orator declared that nullification did not 
mean secession; that it had in it not one ele­ 
ment of disunion, and that the controversy 
over South Carolina’s nullification move­ 
ment closed by a compromise act which re­ 
pealed the odious tax law that Calhoun’s 
state had nullified. 
More than this, Andrew 
Jackson, the man off iron will and pitiless 
purpose, in the 
face of his proclamation, 
signed the act that swept from the statute 
book the enactment which South Carolina in 
he? asserted sovereignty had declared uncon­ 
stitutional, null, void and inoperative in her 
limits. 
Of Calhoun’s attitude toward slavery the 
orator declared that the great Carolinian 
never entertained or expressed a sentiment 
respecting 
the 
constitutional status 
of 
slavery in the states that was not entertained 
and expressed by Henry Clay , Daniel Web­ 
ster, John Quincy Adams and all the emi­ 
nent statesmen of his time, including Ben­ 
ton. 
Calhoun held, with them all, that 
slavery was an institution of society in the 
states, sanctioned and upheld by the consti­ 
tution, protected and enforced even upon 
the states where slavery did not exist, by the 
fundamental law of the Union. 
Secretary Lamar in his peroration, ad­ 
dressing himself to tho ladies of the South 
Carolina association, declared that it was 
well that this monumental statue had, been 
reared on South Carolina’s soil through the 
instrumentality of her own fair daughters. 
Calhoun’s life was one uninterrupted homage 
to woman. 
He was a true son of South 
Carolina. 
“ His first fame and great name 
were the fruits of her social sy stem, and it 
will be her glory when succeeding genera­ 
tions shall learn and appreciate the lessons 
of political truth taught by him, and shall 
inhale his pure spirit of patriotism, his ex­ 
alted conception of duty , and become in­ 
spired by tho honor, fidelity , courage, and 
purity of life which rooted themselves in the 
soul of the man whose statue South Carolina 
women have erected in commemoration of 
the affectionate reverence with which they 
commend him to the honor, love, imitation 
and confidence of mankind.’^ 
The speaker finished his peroration at 4:30 
p. m., being frequently interrupted by the 
cheers aud enthusiasm of his audience. Odes 
written by Miss Cheese borough and Mrs. 
Margaret Fuller were read, mid the crowd 
•quietly dispersed. Every thing passed off 
pleasantly , and the military organizations 
celebrated the occasion In festivities at their 
respective armories and halls during the 
evening. 
A statue was designed by Mr. Albert E. 
Harniscb, of Rome, and was cast at the cele­ 
brated Michele foundry there. It is fourteen 
feet in height, and represents Calhoun as 
about to address the senate. 
It rests on a 
base of granite forty -five feet high. 
His 
cloak is reproduced on the chair beside him. 
The statute represents the senator with one 
hand raised and the index finger emphasiz­ 
ing his remarks. 
The allegorical figures 
about the base of the statue are truth, just­ 
ice, the constitution and history . 
On Jan. 23, 1854, eleven ladies met in 
Charleston to devise means for raising money 
for tho erection of a statue of Calhoun. 
An 
association was formed and subscription pa­ 
pers distributed. 
In 1800 the fund had 
reached § 20,00» . 
On the night of tho burn­ 
ing of Columbia, Mrs. M. A. Snowden, 
treasurer of the association, fled from that 
city to Charleston with the money sewed in 
the fold3 of her dress. 
The cost of the 
statue was § 14,000, leaving over § 30,0u0 still 
on hand to the credit of the Monument asso 
ciatiou.
